FAKE HAS JURISDICTION. 


Municipal Tribunal Has Power 
to Arrest and to Hear Alle- 
gations of Restraint 

of Trade, 


Representatives of the Chicago Record- 
Herald, the American, and the Examiner will 
not escape responsibility on a technicality for 
their attempt to béycott Taz Taisunz. The 
Supreme court at Springfield yesterday de- 
clined to release upon writs of habeascorpus 
the representatives of these newspapers who 
have been arrested on charges of conspiracy 
under the state anti-trust law. 


Judge Fake Has Jurisdiction. 

The newspaper men sought to secure release 
on the grounds that Judge Fake, sitting in 
the Municipal court, had no jurisdiction (a 
contention they have been arguing for two 
days in Chicago), and on various allegations 
that the complaints were full of technical 
defects. 

Every contention advanced wes knocked in 
the head by Chief Justice Hand, speaking for 
the whole court, he declaring that the Mu- 
nicipal court has full jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter, that Judge Fake had power to issue the 
summonses bringing the defendants in court, 
and that he has authority to allow the com- 
plaints to be amended. 

Attorneys for these three newspapers 
which sought to prevent the handling of 
Tue SunDay TRIBUNE by newspaper dealers 
throughout the country appeared before the 
court in the morning and asked that tribunal 
to issue writs releasing their representatives 
from responsibility in the suits instituted in 
the Municipal courts of Chicago. There were 
eight of these cases and the same pleadings 
were entered in all. 

Voluminous briefs were filed, but all the 
arguments were confined to two contentions. 
The principal of these was that the Municipal 
court of ‘Chicago was without jurisdiction. 


The second contention was the insufficiency | 


of the information upon which the warrants 
were issued. 


Allegations of the Defendants. 

Counsel for the petitioners contended the 
total lack of jurisdiction of the Municipal 
court. The municipal court act, it was 
argued, gives no power to that court or any 
judge thereof, either by expressed language 
or by possible implication, to act as an ex- 
amining magistrate in any case whatsoever. 
This question can be raised, it was main- 


they did not comply with the constitutiona) 
provision that no warrant hall iseve with- 
out a showing of probable cause supported by 
affidavit. 

In regard to the count alleging violation of 
the anti-trust statutes, it was contended an 
attempt was made to allege an agreement to 
fix prices on certain merchandise—namely: 
newspapers, but the complaint lacked the 
jurisdictional showing that such supposed 
agreements were in any way injurious to the 
public or constituted unlawful restraint of 


trade, 
Dodging All Responsibility. 


In reply to the allegation of a conspiracy 
to fix prices or to control the sale of certain 
newspapers it was maintained that the 
count contained no showing whatever that 
those individuals are in any position where 
they are able to control or even to influence 
the price or manner of sele of any newspaper 
whatsoever; they are not even shown to be 
in the newspaper business. 

All contentions of the petitioners were cast 
aside with scant consideration by the court. 
In denying the write, Chief Justice Hand 
expressed orally from the bench the opinion 
of the court. His opinion was in the case of 
Frank B. Noyes, but he stipulated it applied 
to all others involved. 

“A motion has been made for a writ of 
habeas corpus, said the justice. The same 
motion has been made in cases 5574, 6575, 
55764, 5577, 5578, 5578, and 5580. 

The court has examined the petitions, from 
which it appears that a complaint was made 
before one of the municipal judges of the 
Municipal court of the city of Chicago, charg- 
ing the petitioner and certain other persons 
and corporations with the crime of con- 
spiracy. 

Traces Proceedings in Case. 

‘A written complaint was filed before the 
municipal judge and the parties were brought 
before the judge, and, not being ready for 
trial, the causes were continued, and they 
were required to give bond for their appear- 
ances at a future day of court. They gave 
bail. After bail had been given they were 
taken into gustody by a bailiff, and this is 
an application by petitioner to be discharged 
from the custody of the bailiff. The conten- 
tion is made in the petition and in the sug- 
gestions filed in support thereof that the 
Municipal court of the city of Chicago has 
no jurisdiction to issue a warrant upon a 
writ of complaint to bring the party charged 
with crime before it for the purpose of having 
an investigation, as a result of which the 
party may be bound over to the grand jury 
to answer to an indictment which may be 
preferred against him. It is also contended 
that the complaints filed do not charge any 
criminal offense. 


Municipal Court Has Jurisdiction. 


“ As to the first point that the Municipal! 
court is without jurisdiction, this court is of 
the opinion that even though jurisdiction was 
not conferred upon the Municipal court to 
issue a warrant upon complaint for the 
purpose of holding this preliminary examine- 
tion to bind the defendant charged with the 
crime to the grand jury, the provisiong in 
the criminal code apply. It is said in the sug- 
gestions that those provisions apply only to 
conditions which were not in existence at 
the time the statute was passed. The court 
is of the opinion that the contention cannot 
be sustained, Dut that those statutes do ap- 
ply. to all courts of record throughout the 
state, including the Municipal court. So that 
in so far as the sufficiency of the court is 
concerned the Municipal court had jurisdic- 
tion to pass upon that question, and, even 
though it is held that the complaints were not 
in proper form and inefficient, there was 
ample authority vested in that court to per- 
mit the complaints to be amended.

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CLUB BARS ARE DRAMSHOPS, 


Supreme Court Declares Liquor 
Licenses Are Necessary, 


PROFIT IS IMMATERIAL. 


Furnishing of Drinks to Members 
Constitutes a Sale.“ 


Clubs which dispense liquor to members 


are dramshops and must have a dramshop ' 


license. If they cannot get a license they 
may not dispense liquor. So the Supreme 
court of Illinois decided yesterday in the 
case of the South Shore Country club. 

The court does not discuss the question of 
the club’s location in prohibition territory. 
It says that the only question to be deter- 
mined is whether or not the furnishing and 
delivery of intoxicating liquors to its mem- 
bers to be drunk by them on the premises 
and paid for by the members to whom they 
are furnished and delivered constitute’ a 
** gale.” 

The decision says that the sale of liquor 
is no longer a common right and “it ean 
be exercised only in the manner and upon 
the terms which the statutes prescribe. 
The statutes provide for licensing and make 
sale without license a criminal offense.”’ 

Question of Profit Immatérial. 

“The fact that there is no profit does not 
deprive the transaction of the character of 
a sale, says the court, and it makes no dif- 
ference that the sale of intoxicating liquor 
is simply incidental to the main purpose of 
a business or a social organization, such as 
this club 18.“ 

Liquor selling, the court points out, is a 
small incidental to a hotel business and to 
many other lines of business. Nor is it ma- 
terial, as set up by the South Shore club, 
that admittance is refused to the general 
public. 

The point that the liquor is the common 
property of the club members and that its 
sale is simply a division of common property 
among its owners furnishes the court with 
some chance to be facetious. It says the 
liquor is not the common property of the 
members, but the property of the corpora- 
tion, and as such is not subject to any such 
divisi as the club pleads is equitable, for 
woul int ever be considered anything but 
larceny should any member of the elub break 
into the buffet at night and dole out to him- 
self what he considerp his fair and honest 
share of the liquors found there and carry 
it away!? 

Dram Shop in Any Case. 

All the decisions of the court on the dram- 
shop act are quoted, and the plea of the club 
that it be not “ classed as a common dram- 
Shop does not shock the court, for, say 
the honorable judges, it would be none the 
less a dramshop without a license than it 
would be with one.“ 

The South Shore club closed its bar months 
ago and put in individual lockers,so that the 
decision requires no change from existing 
conditions. The ruling is, however, a blow 


to clubs in general, which were hoping for 


an interpretation of the law that would per- 
mit them to dispense liquors without the pay- 
ment of the saloon license of $1,000 a year. 


Other Clubs Disappointed. 

One north side club in Chicago loses money 
on its bar. It advanced its dues from $60 
to $65 a year when the $1,000 license went 
into effect to make up the defleit. Another 
club, the Saddle and Cycle, is in local option 
territory, and has no license, though it al- 
ways has dispensed liquors to its members. 

The only possibility of the olub’s being ex- 
empted from payment of the full saloon 
license appears to lie in legislation by the 

assembly, and the present body has 
shown itself hostiie te such legislation. ux:

PARIS, June 19.—Reports of serious fot: 
ing in Narbonne and Montpellier late to- 
night dissipated the hope entertained by 
government officials earlſer in the day that 
the backbone of the winegrowers’ revolt 
had been broken with the arrest of M. Fer- 
roul early today. 

For a time it wag believed that Marcelin 
Albert, the leader of the revolt, also had 
been arrested, but tonightit was learned that 
he had escaped. On the heels of this dis- 
covery came grave dispatches from the Midi 
announcing that the troops sent to Narbonne 
were fighting mobs over the barricades erect-

Messages conveying this news reached 
Premier Clemenceau via Lyons, indicating 
that the telegraph wires had been cut by 
the revolutionaries. 


Battle in Dark at Narbonne. 

The rioting in Narbonne was precipitated 
by a mob from the outlying district, which 
invaded the city after dark. The mob poured 
petroleum over the door of the subprefecture, 
which they set on fire, but were driven off 
after repeated charges by the troops.

PRISON FOR BAVARIAN USURERS 


Ten Munich Money Lenders Who 
Fleeced Army Officers Sent to Jail 
for Varying Terms. 


MUNICH, June 19.—Usurer Hartmann and 
nine of his associates, who for many years 
have fleeced hundreds of Bavarian army offi- 
cers, were sentenced today to terms in prison 
varying from three months to thirty months 
and to pay fines ranging from $25 to $750. The 
trial lasted six weeks. By the system of 
usury employed many of the officers were 
compelled to pay: as high as 100 per cent in- 
terest on money which was squandered in 
gambling.

RESERVES RIGHT TO BRING UP 
ARMAMENT ISSUE. 


Gen. Horace Porter Surprises the 
Peace Conference by Intimating 
That the American Delegates Mar 
Force Discussion of Limiting the 
Sixe of Armies and Fleets—Ger- 
many Proposes International Prise 
Court. : , 


* 


THE HAGUE, June 19.—The surprise ‘of 
the second session of the- peace conference 
this afternoon was the formal reservation 
by Gen. Horace Porter on behalf of the 
United States of the right to present the 
quéstion of ‘limitation of armaments. To- 
gether with this, Gen. Porter also reserved 
the right to introduce the subject of the ool- 
lection of contractual debts by force. 

While this reservation was made in ac- 
cordance with a notice served on Russia 
during the preliminary negotiations last 
spring, and in order that silence now might 
not be construed as acquiescence in the re- 
striction of the work of the conference to 
the limits of the Russian program, it fs he- 
neved to indicate a firm resolve on the part 
of the Washington government, after see- 
ing the trend of the situation here, to raise 
the question later if it becomes apparent 
that the subject is going by default. 

It can be stated, positively, however, that 
no proposition has yet been formulated by 
the American delegates, but this action has 
renewed the hope that the United States 
would bring up the question of limitation, and 
has given great gatisfaction to the pacificiats. » 

Sir Edward Fry also served notice that 
Great Britain reserved the right to Introduce 
subjects outside the program, but less ‘sig- 
nificance is attached to his action. 


Germany Makes First Move. 

Another interesting feature of the session 
was Baron von Bieberstein’s notification 
that Germany intended to offer tBe proposi, 
tion of an internatlonal prize court to which 
appeals could be made at the time of a mari- 
time war and the decision of which should be 
final. Gen. Porter seconded this proposition 
on behalf of the United States, and Sir Ed- 
ward Fry declared that Great Britain pro- 
posed to advance a project on similar lines. 

The fact that the first definite proposition 
submitted to the conference should emanate 
from Germany and receive the prompt and 
cordial support of the United States and 
Great Britain created an especially good im- 
pression. 

Beyond these two matters, the session was 
perfunctory in character. Four committees 
were created as predrranged and the rules 
formulated, except on permitting countries 
to vote by proxy, adopted. The United 
States was honored by two honorary presi- 
dencies, and Mexico, Argentine, and Brazil 
each obtained recognition. 


Russ Delegates Fear Bombs. 

Shortly .before the conference assembled 
the Russian minister of justice telegraphed 
the Dutch minister of justice that he had 
grave apprehensions for the safety of the 
Russian delegates. He begged the Dutch 
authorities to take every precaution. Ac- 
cordingly, in addition to the presence of 
Russian and Dutch detectives, every time 
the conference meets, the whole building, 
which is a perfect rabbit warren, with wind- 
ing staircases and small half hidden doors, 
will be searched from top to bottom, both 
at the opening and closing of the session. 

After each sitting all the exits will be 
sealed up and the seals will be broken only 
‘in the presence of representatives of the 
secretariat-general on their arrival for the 
opening of the sitting. 

In order to further increase the safety of 
the delegates, police barracks have been 
fitted up in the cellar. Beneath the presi- 
dent’s chair, in a corner, a small door se- 
cured with a red seal gives direct access 
to the meeting hall, so that in cases of dan- 
ger, on signal from above, the police will 
break. the seal and pour into the hall.

ARREST 30 RUSSIAN REDS, 


REVOLUTIONARY ‘LEADERS IN 
BALTIC COUNTRY IN CUSTODY. 


Accused Charged with Being Respon- 
sible for Many Terroristic Acts— 
Arsenal of Band Containing Bombe, 
Arms, and Ammunition Found in 
Forest—Mutiny of Sappers. at Kiev 
Quelled Only After Fight, in Which 
Seventy Are Killed or Wounded. 


MITTAU, Courland, Russia, June 19.— 
Thirty leaders of the revolutionary organ- 
ization in the Dondangen district, the strong- 
est in the Baltic provinces, have been ar- 
rested. They are charged with being re- 
sponsible for many important terroristic 
acts, The principal arsenal of the band. 
which numbered 400, was discovered in the 
depths of a forest and contained explosives, 
bombs, many. weapons, a quantity of am- 
munition, and a list of other depots of arms, 


Bloody Fight to Quell Mutiny. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 19.—Details of 
the mutiny of sappers at Kiev show that it 
was suppressed only after a bloody engage- 
ment at midnight June 17 between the mu- 
tineers and loyal troops, in which about 
seventy men were killed or wounded. 

At midnight of June 17, 500 men at a given 
signal left their beds, disarmed the sentries, 
hurriedly dressed, obtained possession of 
their rifies, broke into the armory, secured 
some loaded cartridges, and then marched to 
the camp square, and fired a volley in the 
air. The officer on duty ran out and ad- 
dressed the mytineers, advising thém to dis- 
perse. He then called out another battalion, 
and led a charge on the mutineers, ordering 
them to surrender. Upon their refusal to 
do so hs ordered the troops to fire, and fell 
dead himself at the first volley. 

The fighting continued for several minutes. 
Half A daten others, were killed and about 
sixty were wounded. Finally the mutineers, 
with no officers, no leaders, and no plans, 
wavered and fied. Two hundred and fifty 
were captured, but 198 eluded pursuit and hid 
in the city. 


Many Houses Searched. 

Gen. Sukhomlinoff, the commander of 
Kiev, is taking the most energétic measures 
to arrest the leaders of the movement. Hun- 
dreds of houses have been searchéd and nine- 
ty-three citizens have been arrested, among 
them being officials of the raflways and tel- 
egraph service and the editors of a news- 
paper. 

The prisons and detention houses are over- 
flowing with persons arrested in the Spask 
district. Six hundred political prisoners are 
crammed together, some being forced to sleep 
outdoors. 

The members of the ultra reactionary party 
have begun an open intrigue against M. von 
Kauffman, minister of education, and M. 
Filossofoff, minister of commerce, and other 
liberal members of the cabinet. Subordinate 
officials also and heads of departments are 
suspected of sympathizing with the consti- 
tutional democrats. 


Social Democrats Arrested. 


YEKATERINOSLAYV, Russia, June 19.— 
The entire local committee of the social 
democrats has been arrested and a ‘secret 
printing office which they operated has been 
confiscated.

Bridgeton, N. J., June 19.—[Special.]—The 
body of Mary Vennell, 21 years. old, was 
found in Sunset lake, a part of the public 
park of Bridgeton, this morning in four feet 
of water. There were cuts and abrasions 
about the mouth, but an examination showed 
death was caused by drowning. 

George Evans, 24 years old, a glass worker, 
according to his own statement, was rowing 
with Miss Vennell just before her death. 
He gays they attempted to change places 
and the craft tipped, throwing both into the 
water. Evans says the woman clung to him, 
and to save himself he broke her grasp. Ac- 
cording to the story he telle the woman fell 
with a shriek and he swam to shore and went 
home. His mother at once notified Con- 
stable James, who notified Coroner Johnson 
Hitchner. 

Evans Found in Bed. 

Policeman Barton was sent to the home, 
where he found Evang in bed. On a chair 
beside his bed was a suit of wet clothes. 
Evans dressed, and volunteered to assist in 
the search for the body. After rowing about 
he found a long pole in the mud at the place 
where the accident occurred. After dragging 
the river all night the girl’s body was found. 
Evans seemed little affected at sight of the 
body. He is not under surveillance, and to- 
night spent the evening chatting with 
friends. He made this statement: 

‘**Mamie, as everybody calls her, was 
sitting in the lower pavilion. I walked past 
her. I only knew her name. I did not know 
her. I aevked her to take a ride in a boat, 
which she seemed glad to do, When going 


{ across the pond she asked mie to let her row. 


I did it; we were careful in changing seats, as 
I was afraud the boat would capsize. She 
rowed a little way until she was tired, then 
wanted to change back. 

“While we were changing a second time 
the boat turned over. As we went down I 
grabbed her and she grabbed me. I am a 
good swimmer, but had all my clothes on. 


| She had a powerful grip around me. We- 


went down twice. I broke her gresp by forc- 
ing her away from me. She grasped me 
again. I saw we were going down again and 
I broke away again. She screamed, then 
everything was quiet. 


Scared; Ran All Way Home. 

“TIT was badly scared, for I knew she 
drowned so [I swam to Piney point. Then I 
started for home through the woods. I ran 
all the way. I knew I couldn't save her; if she 
held on I would have drowned too. I tried as 
hard as I could to keep hold of the boat, 
thinking I could save her that way, but it was 
useless.“ 

Harold Vennel, the girl's brother, said his 
sister was out often at nights. She had told 
him two. weeks ago, he said, that while out 
rowing one night two men had attempted to 
assault her. She screamed, and they rowed 
her ashore. '

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CHICAGOANS SAY SMOKE DOESN’T 
REDUCE NASAL ORGANS. 

Ald. Kenna Disputes Idea of Sir Will- 
fam Richmond of London That Fog 
Makes Small Proboscis—Chicagoese 
Appendage Is Found Romanesque 
and Roomy—Physicians Ridicule 
British Originator of Atmospheric 

_ Eiect on Man's Facial Feature. 


“Look at that row of noses,” exclaimed 
Ald. Michael Kenna as a long line of 
retrousse, aquiline, and Grecian breathing 
organs made their way back into the atmos- 
phere of the Workingmen's Exchange from 
the depths of an equally long line of The 
Biggest in Town.“ Look at that exhibit 
and then have one on Sir William.” 

That's the way Ald. Kenna, native born 
Chicagoan, introduced himself to the sub- 
ject of snub noses. He said he had never 
given the subject any particular thought 
before, but that since Sir William Richmond 
of the royal academy had declared that the 
snub noses so common among the natives of 
London were largely due to the darkness 
caused by London's pail of smoke he'd like 
to go on record as saying that Chicago's 
smoke has the opposite effect. 


Thinks Little of William. 

„1 don't think much of Sir William's rea- 
Soming. said Ald. Kenna, „now these men 
nere are all natives and their nasal organs 
are not suffering from lack of development 
so far as I can see. No, sir, the truth Is that 
smoke makes neses longer and bigger. It 
makes em grow. Exercise always makes 
muscles grow and it gives the nose 80 much 
exercise trying to breathe the smoky atmos- 
phere that it can’t help but develop them. 
Of course, the stockyards helps some—especi- 
ally when the wind blows from the south- 
west. , 

“Why, the biggest nose I ever saw WAS 
tue property of a coal miner who didn t sre 
daylight but once a week. No, there's noth- 
ing to that theory of Sir William. Chicagoars 
have good, broad, manly noses. The typical 
nose of the Chicagoan is large and roomy. 

Ald. Kenna’s nose is not what might be 
called typical under his definition, but it 18 
only silghtly retrousse. The theory of the 
First ward alderman was borne out by an 
investigation of native Chicago noses. Carter 
Harrison, born and bred Chicagoan, has a 
nose which has successfully withstood the 
attacks of smoke for many years. In fact, 
it seems to bear out the theory of Ald. Kenna 
that noses thrive on smoke. The ex-mayor’s 
nose might be called typically Chicagoesque. 


Judge Honore’s Nose Unaffected. 

Judge Lockwood Honoré’s nose has not 
been affected by the smoke. It looks like 
the nose of the statue of Apollo Belvedere. 
Judge Fake’s nose would be of the pure Gre- 
clan type if it were a little longer, but it is 
anything but a snubgnose, and Judge Fake 
has breathed Chicago's smoke all his life. 
Native J. Ogden Armour wears a Roman nose 
of liberal proportions. and native Alexander 
Revell possesses what the phrenologists call 
a money nose,“ being the kind that Mr. Ja} 
Gould wore. 

James Reddick has a nose that is slightly 
retroussé, although it is by no means of 
small proportions, and Mayor Busse’s would 
look large on another face, and hence cannot 
be said to have been affected by thesmoke. 

Native W. Vernon Booth, Grecian. nose, 
hasn’t much more patience with the theory 
of Sir William than Ald. Kenna. 

“Fernando Jones certainly has lived in 


Chicage long enough to become affected.“ 


declared Mr. Booth, and no one could call 
his a snub nose. Mine? O, it's plenty large 
enough, and I'm a native, too.“ 


Physicians Rap Sir William. 

Physicians ridiculed the theory of Sir 
William. 

“Chicagoans do not as a class run to snub 
noses, said Dr. C. Pruyn Stringfleld. We 
are supposed to live in one of the smokiest 
communities in the country, and yet our 
noses have not been affected, and the Chicago 
nose is just as straight and large as any in 


the country.”

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MRS. ALFRED G. ROBINSON TAKES 
POISON; MOTIVE IN DOUBT. 


Wife of General Agent of Alton Rail- 
road Dies from Dose—Physician 
Ventures Suicide Belief—Coroner’s 
Jury Fails to Explain Reasons for 
Death—George P. Graves Kills Self 
by Diving to Pavement from Ele- 
vated Structure. 


Mrs. Alfred G. Robinson, whose husband Is 
a general agent of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, died at noon yesterday, at her resi- 
dence, 6957 Yale avenue, from the effects ofa 
dose of poison. The poison was taken under 
circumstances which a coroner's jury was 
unable to decide was accidental or with 
suicidal intent. 

Mr. Robinson, who was at his wife’s side 
when she died, was unable to offer any ex- 
planation of her motive in taking the poison. 
He said that she had been troubled with in- 
somnia, and had been in the habit of taking 
sleeping potions from time to time. 

The poison was taken by Mrs. Robinson 
early in the morning. She lapsed into un- 
consciousnéss soon after, and members of the 
household. called Dr. J. G. Campbell, 7143 
Princeton avenue, whose efforts to bring her 
out of her unconscious state were without re- 
sult. 3 

A. post-mortem examination showed that 
death had resulted either from bromide of 
potassium or chloral. Dr. Campbell, who did 
not give an opinion as to the motive, said the 
circumstances pointed to suicide. 


Dives from L' Tracks. 

George P. Graves, a metal worker, com- 
mitted suicide last evening by diving from 
the structure of the Metropolitan elevated 
railway at the Marshfield avenue station. 
He was 40 years old and resided at 146 North 
Wood street. 

Graves left a train a short time before he 
took his fatal jump and instead of going 
down the steps he lingered about the plat- 
form. Soon he removed his coat and hat 
and jumped from the platform to the track. 
He walked along the track for a short dis- 
tanee and then shouted: 

Here goes for organized labor.“ 

With his hands over his head after the 
fashion of a high diver he leaped. His head 
struck the pavement. His skull was crushed. 

Missing; Writes Suicide Threat. 

The police of the West Chicago avenue sta- 
tion are seeking Louis Korzowski, 28 years 
old, a tailor, who has been living at 223 North 
Center avenue. He had rented and fitted a 
fiat with the intention of being married, but 
not having been seen for a few days, friends 
entered the flat and found a note on the 
table, saying: I am going to drown my- 


self. 
Dies from Poison Dose. 

Robert Clarke, 29 years old, 205 Ohio street, 
died at the county hospital in the morning 
from the effects of swallowing bichloride of 
mereury the evening before.

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BLACK HAND SIGNAL AGAIN FAO- 
TOR IN NEW YORK TRIAL. 


Rosina Martinese, Supposed to Know 

: Something of Kidnaping Plot, Goes 
on Stand to Make Confession, When 
Suddenly She Staggers Before the 
Judge, Gets on Her Knees, and in 
Dramatic Manner Asserts That She 
Knows Nothing. 


New York, June 19. — [Special.] — The 
strange influence exerted by the Black Hand 
organization of criminals over its members 
and other persons of the Italian race was 
illustrated today for a third time in Judge 
O'Sullivan's court. The day before Pietro 
Pampineilla, later convicted of kidnaping 7 
years old Salvatore Siatti, twice frightened 
Ignacio De Leonardo, already convicted of 
complicity in the crime, from confessing by 
making a death sign at him. 

Woman Tields to Signal. 

On Tuesday both Judge O'Sullivan and 
Assistant District Attorney O'Connor saw 
the sign made. Today none of these saw 
the signal, although a woman succumbed 
to its influence and staggered fainting from 
the witness stand. The woman was Rosina 
Martinese, believed to be the wife of Pam- 
pineilla. At her request her trial for com- 
plicity in the kidnaping was stopped in order 
that she might confess. Then the Martinese 
woman was sworn and took the witness 
stand to make her confession. 

Efforts were made by the district attorney's 
office to discover one Mimi San Fillipo, who 
is believed to be the leader of the band of 
kidnapers. Mr. O'Connor asked the Mar- 
tinese woman if she knew Fillipo, The wit- 
ness fidgeted about in her chair, hesitated, 
then suddenly exclaimed: ' 

“J know nothing.” 

Kneels Before Judge. 

Lieut. Petrosino, with several of his de- 
tectives, was present in the courtroom, but 
none saw the signal, which evidently had 


| been given, to which the Martinese woman 


paid implicit obedience. While they were 
glancing about the courtroom, in which many 
Italians had crowded, the Martinese woman 
suddenly staggered from the witness chair 
and threw herself on her knees before Judge 
O'Sullivan. Before the court attendants 
could stop her she screamed: 

„I swear by God in heaven; I swear on 
the grave of my sacred mother; I swear I 
know nothing. I can tell nothing; I will say 
no more.“ N 

Efforts were made to calm her, but when 
she regained her compdsure she stuck to her 
refusal to talk of her case. At last she was 


removed to the Tombs. —

Dr. Franklin Slocum of Ludington, 
Mich., Leaves for Washington to Re- 
ceive $1,000,000 Estate. 


Ludington, Mich., June 19.—[{Special.]— 
After being deprived of his inheritance for 
more than half a century, Dr. Franklin 
Slocum, a prominent physician of this city. 
left today for Washington, D. C., to conclude 
final arrangements through Baron Rosen, the 
Russian ambassador to the United States, for 
the recovery of his father’s fortune, which 
amounts now to more than $1,000,000. 

The story of thé seizure of the Slocum 
fortune, the original amount of which was 
about $275,000, goes back to the time of the 
famous Russian uprising in 1849. At that 
time the elder Slocum was an importer of 
silk and tea from China and Japan, doing 
business in Moscow. 

Incensed by the excessive importation 
duties exacted of them by the Russian gov- 
ernment a number of importers, including 
Slocum, made - personal remonstrance to the 
czar, with the result that they and their 
families were banished from the country 
and one-half of their property seized by the 
government te be held in trust for their

Boise, Idaho, June 19.—[Special. }—Further 
corroboration of the story of Harry Orchard 
‘was made today at the trial o- William D. 
Haywood for the murder of ex-Gov. Steun- 
enberg, and the case of the prosecution was 
cinched nearér home. 

In addition to the testimony of living wit- 
nesses introduced by the state, Senator 
Borah sought to introduce a number of arti- 
cles from the Miners’ Magazine, the official 
publication of the Western federation, which 
he argued showed the hatred of that or- 
ganization for the men Orchard testified had 
been murdered at the behest of the “ inner 
circle,” or against whom attempts had been 
made. 

There was a lively argument over this 
point, at the close of which the matter was 
taken under advisement by the court until 
the afternoon session, when it was an- 
neunced that some of the articles would be 
admitted and others would be rejected, the

Mrs. Howard said she found them just 
before Orchard left her house, which was 
on the morning of the explosion, she was 
sure, although she gave the date as Nov. 17, 
and the explosion, as a matter of fact, oc- 
eurred the next day. 

She also told of finding a steel hook or 
sorew eye fastened in the door of the closet 
with a piece of fish line attached to it anda 
eork at the other end of the line. She had 
occasion to lift Orchard’s suit case, and in 
was heavy.

Links Him with Frisco Explosion. 


On cross examinetion Mrs. Howard told 
Richardson that she had come here to tes- 
tify because she was urged to do so, and that 
she had had fifteen or sixteen cails from 
Pinkerton men on the subject, and had re- 
ceived $30 for expenses and railroad tickets 
with Pullman accommodation. Such things

Goddard’s Story of Finding Bomb. 
Then came one of the most dramatic re- 
citals which has been given in this court- 
room. It was the story told by Judge God- 
Gard of the finding of a bomb. 
_. @On Feb. 13, 1906, I came into possession 


of certain information which caused me to 
make an investigation near the gate of my 
house, he began, his legal training steering 
him away from the attempt to tell what that 
information was, as most other witnesses 
would have done. It was promptly brought 
out by questions that it was on that day he 
received *‘ what purported to be a confes- 
sion of Harry Orchard.“ He went to the 
Pinkerton office in Denver the next day, and 
from there, in company with Gen. Bulkley 
Wells and several Pinkerton men, returned 
to his. home. 

It was a cold day and the ground was 
frozem. He noticed that a small spot, just 
outside the gate post, was hard and slight- 
ly depressed below the level of surround- 
ing earth. Also he found in the gate about 
an inch from the bottom a smal! rusty screw 
eye which he had never noticed there. 

Judge Goddard and all the others of the 
party except Wells moved away to a safe 
distance, and Wells got down on his knees 
and with his pen knife began to dig away the 
hard ground at the depressed spot. 


Death at His Side for Months. 


The careful phraseology of the judicial 
witness furnished a meager picture of what 
took place then. It gave nothing of the 
young man, who, with wealth, family, social 
position, and every consideration which 
ordinarily precludes men from taking 
such risks, voluntarily u took to dig up 
a dynamite bomb from the frosen earth. It 
was only incidentally that the removal of the 
others from the place was mentioned, and 
in the same incidental way the implement 
used in the digging was named. 

Presently Wells uncovered the bottle which 
Orchard had told of having set at the end 
of the ‘bomb, with a contrivance to pull out 
the cork and spill the sulphuric acid it 
contained into the giant caps in the dyna- 
mite, thus setting off the bomb. 

Then Judge Goddard and his companions 
went up and took a look. The rubber cork 
had not been pulled entirely out of the bottle. 
There it stuck and held the acid. By so 
narrow a margin was the life of seme mem- 
ber of the judge's family saved. 


Acid Meant to Slay Saves. 


The fish line from the screw eye in the gate 
had been attached to a small wire and run 
through the cork. The acid had eaten off the 
inside end of this wire, and when the strain 
came from the opening of the gate instead 
of pulling the cork all the way out it pulled 
the wire through the cork. 

Wells removed the bottle from tn Box to 
which it was fastened and the judge and his 
companions moved off again until Wells had 
uncovered the whole of the box. Then they 
took another look. It was a small box wrapped 
up in burlaps. Wells picked it up and they 
all got into a carriage andwith Wells holding 
the thing in his arms drove down to the Pin- 
kerton office. 

There they went through a lega) process 
of sealing up their evidence. They. wrapped 
the box in paper, wrote their names as wit- 
nesses and sealed it up. They put the screw 
eye from the gate into an envelope, sealed 
that up and wrote their names on the outside 
as witnesses; so they treated the little vial in 
which acid had been. All were put together 
into a vault, which was then sealed with five 
seals. — 


Forty Sticks of Dynamite in Box. 


On a later day, which was shown to have 
been May 22, 1906, Judge Goddard met Wells 
and the Pinkertons again. They opened the 
vault by breaking the seals put there in their 
presence, took out the box ahd went out into 
the country. There they opened the box and 
found forty sticks of dynainite with a num- 
ber of giant caps. Three sticks had been 
cut off to make a place for the caps; the 
other thirty-seven were whole. There were 
also some materials over the giant caps, just 
what Judge Goddard did not know. There 
was something which looked like cotton. 

They attached a fuse to three sticks of 
dynamite and tried it; it exploded. They tri 
five sticks, and that exploded. Then the 
tried thirteen sticks; this, too, was found 
to be still good. So they exploded all but 
three sticks. 

The thin cloth wrappings of those three 
they removed, sealed up, and put away for 
the use which was made of them this after- 
noon, when they were produced and identi- 
fied by the judge and introduced as evidence 
corroboratory of part of Harry Orchard's 
confession. So, too, they sealed up a dozen 
giant caps taken from the bomb, and these 
also were duly introduced along with the 
rest of the deadly contrivance. 

Thus all of that bomb except the dynamite 
was introduced today to show that Orchard 
told the truth when he described planting a 
bomb at Judge Goddard's gate. 


Fight Over Magazine Articles. 

The morning argument for the admission 
of the articles from the Miners’ Magazine 
was the longest and sharpest fight over a 
legal point that the trial has,developed so 
far, although it all hung on one point. 

The meat of Senator, Borah’s contention 
was all in one sentence. He had shown how 
the magazine was the official orgaf of the 
federation. by the testimony ot its former 
president, Ed Boyce, the millionaire ex-tiro- 
eater, who told of the action of the federation 
convention which made the magazine official. 
Many of the articles he desired to intro- 
duce signed by Haywood and other high 
officials of the federation, Borah said, were 
“the means by which they addressed their 
entire constitutory, and manifested their 
hatred and their ill will against the particu- 
lar class of men who opposed the federatioa, 
some of whom were subsequently destroyed.“ 

So the meat of Richardson's answer was a 
matter of one or two sentenges. There was 
much talk and long reading from the record 
of the case of Spies, the Chicago anarchist, 
on both sides, but Richardson's argument 
was this: The Miners’ Magazine is the only 
official organ of that portion of the federation 
which subscribes for it. There is no invoca- 
tion to bear arms in it, except as a matter of 


| self-defense, and such as is guaranteed by the 


federal constitution.“

in good taste and “ethically ” without 


the element of individual advancement. This 


is to be accomplished in four ways: 


First—By publication of suitable articles | 


in the hewspapers. 

Second—By Keeping on file in a central 
bureau these articles reprinted in pamphlet 
form for general distribution to the public. 

Third—By the organization when favorable 
of a public course of lectures in localities 
under the supervision of medical societies. 

Fourth—By dissemination of circular let- 
ters on matters of general moment to the 
medical profession. 

The scope and character of the articles to 
be published will be determined by a board 
of public education which will serve through 
the press as a “ quick means of instruction 
to the public as to the proper care and regu- 
lations to be observed.“ 

Thus when the country is under the stress 
of a heat wave and its attendant discom- 
forts, warnings by the bureau of public 
education as to personal hygiene and other 
measures for the prevention of sunstroke 
might be given in conjunction with weather

ROOSEVELT INDGRSED, BUT PLAT- 
FORM AVOIDS CANDIDATES. 


Republicans, After Warm Argament 
Over Taft and Fairbanks, Content 
with Favoring Whatever Man Will 
Best Carry Out President's Policies 
Augustus E. Willison of Louisville

Louisville, Ky., June 30.—After rumors of 
contegts on the floor over the indorsement of 
a presidential candidate and the local option 
question, the republicans of Kentucky in 
state convention tonight selected Augustus

withaut a Uissenting voice. 

The contest in committee on resolutions be- 
tween the adherents of Vice-President Fair- 
banks and Secretary of War Taft. was warm, 
but there was but one report naming no 
candidate and merely expressing a prefer- 
ence for a candidate who would faithfully 
carry out President Roosevelt's policy.

We approve the policies and commend the ability, 
courage, and integrity of President Theodore 
Roosevelt and his administration, and, without ex- 
pressing preference for any candidate, favor the 
selection by the national convention for president 
of one in full accord with those policies and who 
will energetically carry them out in the interests 
of all the people. f 

The rest of the platform relates to state 
affairs. 

The state ticket was completed without 
serious contest. 


STEPS TO AVERT FUEL FAMINE. 


Interstate Commerce Commission in 
Touch with Cabinet Officers as to 
Coal Shipments. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—[Special.]— 


Steps are being taken by the interstate com- 


merce commission in conjunction with the 
railroad commissions of various states to 
prevent a recurrence of the fuel famine that 
created s0 much distrees in the northwest 
last winter. The interstate commission has 
been in communication with the secretary 
of the interior and the secretary of war, and 
both officials have promised to order ship- 
ments of coal to various Indian echools and 
agencies and army posts during the summer 
instead of waiting for fall, as formerly was 
done. At the same time a number of state 
commissions have issued notices reminding 
the people of conditions that prevailed last 
winter, and urging them to order and store 
coal before cold weather sets in.

There was a,demand from some of the dele- 
gates at the conclusion of Mr. Mondell's ad- 
dress that some of those from the other 
side de heard and the chairman called upon 
Gen. Irving Hale of this state. 

Gen. Hale spoke of the great importance of 
preserving the timber in order to conserve 
the water for irrigation. The forests pre- 
serve the snow, he said, and in this way it 
becomes a natural reservoir. Important as 
the forests are for the timber in them, they 
are much more necessary as reservoirs. He 
thought that the work of the forestry depart- 
ment was of the greatest use to the west. 

Delegate Chris Ellerbe of Arizona spoke in 
favor of forest reserves. 


Judge D. C. Beaman of Colorado was the 


last speaker of the day. He told ofa number 
of abuses under the regulations as they now 
exist and are administered.

The civil service act relating to employés 
of the eity of C © does not cover the dep- 
uty olerks of the Municipal courts. This ts 
the ‘decision of the Supreme court in ‘the 
cases of William H. Simpson against L. E. 
MeGann, controller, to compel the latter to 
pay a warrant for his salary. 

The court finds that the law creating the. 


courts gives the clerk power to appoint dep- 


uties. When the civil service act was adopt- 
ed there was no Municipal court and deputy 
clerks and the act itself contains no provis- 
jon for placing these employés under civil 
service. 


Declines to Disbar Thornton. 

The court declined to disbar William P. 
Thornton, a Chicago attorney against whom 
disbarment proceedings were instituted for 
Alleged actions involving the state insurance 
department. Thornton at the time was a 
law partner of Fred H. Rowe, who was attor- 
ney for the state insurance department dur- 
ing the Yates administration. 

It was alleged that Thornton, with J. Ww. 
Lauderdale, conspired in effecting a merger 
of the Traders’ Mutual Insurance company 
With the Western Union Life Insurance com- 
pany. It was also alleged that Thornton ex- 
torted from one E. A. Shanklin, an insurance 
agent, $500 to protect the instrance com- 
pany with which Shanklin was connected 
from aH forinfraction of the insurance 
laws. 

In Wenne upon the case the court says: 

The ‘issue seems to rest in a manner of 
veracity between Lauderdale and Rowe, 
whose testimony om the same points is widely 
at variance. The other charge is not taken 
seriously by the court.“ 

Wickes Will Is Upheld. 


The Supreme court also held that the will 
of Thomas H. Wickes, the former Pullman 
car superintendent, was valid. The court 
says all the testimony and evidence shows 
him to have been of sound mind when he 
made the will and that he was not unduly 
influenced, The decisiofi ts in support of that 
of the lower tourt. 

Wickes was given to hasty marriages. In 
his will he ptovided for a nephew, Hugh P. 
Walden, who, it is shown, had been faithful 
to his unclé, when to do se was a sacrifice of 
his own personal success. 

His plea was that his uncle needed him 
and the uncle, it was shown, had expressed 
his determination to reward the young man, 
which he did in the will which his children 
sought to break. 

Upholds Plea of Poor Person. 

The court has issued a writ of mandamus 
to compel Judge Axel Chytraus to permit 
Minerva Barnes to institute a suit In his court 
as @ poor person. Judge’ ten ta made a 
rule that before a person could prosecute as 
a poor person in hiscourt any personal injury 
case against a corporation he must agree 
through his attorney to pay out of any judg- 
ment or compromise the costs of the court 
and trial. 

Mrs. Barnes was repeatedly refused per- 
mission to prosecute her case and finally ap- 
pealed to the Supreme court, which finds that 
Judge Chytraus’ rulings are beyond the 
statutes and beyond bis powers as a judge, 
therefore he is ordered to permit Mrs. Barnes 
to prosecute hef case. 

Holds Against Henry County. 

Because Judge Theron H. Chelsey failed to 
sign an order entering judgment against 
Hattie N. Waite; the Supreme court re- 
versed and remanded the cause of the County 
court of Henry county. After Judge Chel- 
sey’s term expired the County court sought 
to obviate the claim by permitting the 
former judge to attach his signature to the 
order. The Supre court says the action 
was without effect done pursuant to an 
order of court. 

Hope for Convicted Men. 

With three justices dissenting, the court 
reverses the judgment whereby Hervey H. 
Dorr and L. H. Sawyer were convicted in

of Chicago had jurisdiction over this peti- 
tioner, and was fully authorized to make or- 
ders and to take these parties into custody, 
and that the petitionera cannot be discharged 
upon writ of habeas corpus. 

The writs will, therefore, be denied in all 
of these cases. 


Act Despite Former Decisions. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the Supreme 
court repeatedly has condemned the practice 
of suing out write of habeas corpus before 
it the defendants undertook to follow the 
course the Supreme court, as well as the 


‘newspapers editorially, frequently have con- 
demned. 


The Supreme court recently held in People 
vs. Jonas, 173 III., 816, that the effect of 
granting writs in cases of this kind would be 
to allow defendants in all convictions under 
ordinances or statutes the validity of which 
might be questioned to go directly to this 
court by a proceeding in habeas corpus in- 
stead of appealing or prosecuting writs of 
error as the law contemplates. Such a prac- 
tice contravenes thé statute and is not to be 
permitted.” 3 

Indicate Line of Defense. 

In Judge Fake’s court in the morning at- 
torneys for the defendants indicated the 
line of defense that will be followed. It was 
intimated in the arguments that the defend- 
ants will not deny there was an agreement 
for advanaing the price of Sunday newspa- 
pers from 5 to 7 centsacopy. But they will 
contend that taig arrangement was a legit- 
imate agreement for the promotion and in-

Commercial and Continental |. 
Nationals Plan to Unite, 
Is Report. 


MEANS BIGGEST IN CITY. 


| | 
Combined Capital Would Be 


$7,000,000 and Deposits 
$105,000,000. 


Reports of negotiations for the consolida- 
tion of the Commercial National and Con- 
tinental National banks again are current 
in La Balle street. Officials will not admit 
that anything more than the most informal 
consideration has been given the matter. 

A director in the Commeroia! said last night 
that the report was premature, to say the 
least. 

“I can assure THD TRIBUNE,” said he. 
“that no proposition in any way, shape, or 
form hae been submitted or made, and that 
no plan of consolidation has been outlined. 
If there were negotiations on foot I Should 
know it.’’ : 

Consolidation of the two institutions would 
mean the formation of a bank which wouid 
be the largest institution in Chicago. The 
capital of the merged banks would approxi- 
mate $7,000,000. The surplus would be 
$5,000,000, and undivided profits $2,000,000, as 
the capital account of the two banks now 
stands. It would mean deposits of $105,000,- 
000, overtopping any other institution. 


One Has $65,000,000 Deposits. 

At the date of the last bank call by the 
controller of the currency and the state au- 
ditor of Illinois the two banks published re- 
ports showing the Continental having, in 
round numbers, $65,000,000 deposits and the 
Commercial National $40,000,000. The Conti- 
nental has $4,000,000 capital stock, 62.000, 000 
surplus, and $890,000 undivided profits. 

The Commercial National bank showed §$3,- 
000,000 capital, $3,000,000 surplus, and 81. 104, 
000 undivided profits. 

Should the banks be merged, the resulting 
institution will occupy the building now 
being completed at Adams and Clark streets 
by the Commercial National bank. The bank- 
ing quarters in that bullding are not expected 
to be ready for occupancy before Aug. 15. 

Affairs of both the Continental and Com- 
mercial banks have been shown by careful 
examination to be in excellent shape and, as 
seen in La Salle street, they would, combined, 
present a clean bill of health worthy of the 
largest banking institution in the west. Men 
actively in charge of the two institutions are 
young, experienced, and energetic. 


Trust Company a Possibility. 


There was a report that the Commercial 
National intended to proceed with the organi- 
zation of a trust company under terms of the 
charter obtained by interests in the bank 
three months ago. Quarters have been re- 
served on the ground floor of the new build- 
ing on the Clark street side for a trust com- 


pany.

Senator Albert J. Hop- 
kins, who desires te succeed himself in the 
United States senate, is the latest illustration 
of it. Mr. Hopkins has forgotten, or is will- 
ing to forget, that*he dropped former Gov. 
Richard Yates from his visiting list when 
Mr. Yates desired renomination as governor. 

Mr. Hopkins so far forgot that he wrote 
Mr. Yates asking him to visit him in Chicago 
for political purposes. Mr. Yates so far for- 
got that he got as far as the Auditorium An- 
nex on his way from Springfield to 9 Hop- 
kins’ oflee. 

At that potnt dome friends é6f Mr. Yates 
flagged him and asked him to investigate 
whatever neasoms he might have for visiting 
Mr. Hopkins for political purposes. , 


Packs Grip; Goes Home. 


Mr. Yates did so investigate and came to 
the conclusion that he had no reasons for 
visiting Mr. Hopkins. Accordingly he packed 
up his grip and returned home, thus failing 
to uncover whatever particular political 
proposition Mr. Hopkins might have had in 
mind to make him. 

In the absence of any definite information 
as to Mr. Hopkins“ mental processes, the 
friends of Mr. Yates have jumped .to the 
conclusion’ that he wished’ to convince the 
former governor of the advisability of his 
being a candidate for governor again. 

Assuming that this was the case, they put 
it up more strongly to Mr. Yates to remain 
away from Mr. Hopkins’ hypnotic influenée, 
for fear he and the senator would be tied up 
again in a bargain. 

The previous alliance between Mr. Yates 


and Mr. Hopkins continued in good force and 


effect so long as Mr. Hopkins was a candi- 
date for the senate. Mr. Yates put him inthe 
senate. When it came Mr. Hopkins’ turn 
to help put Mr. Yates back in the governor's 
office, Mr. Hopkins was not among those 
present. When he did arrive he was in the 
company of Col. Frank O. Lowden. 


Proof of Slack Memory. 

For even political memories it hed been 
thought that this episode would have sticking 
force, but the event proves that Mr. Hopkins 
forgot it, he being busy again in an effort to 
return to the senate and being so engaged in 
this pursuit that Incidents are apt to escape 
his mind. 

Mr. Yates hae lost some of the esteem in 
which he held Gov. Deneen, but his friends 
have endeavored to convince him that there 
is nothing in the political possibilities of the 
state which would warrant him in trying for 
the office again. 

The impression ig growing that Walter 
Reeves of La Salle county will be the down 
state candidate to oppose Gov. Deneen in 
Chicago if the republican factions in Cook 
county fall to fighting.

UNCLE SAM’S WORK 


DRIFTS TO WOMEN 


(Oentinued from first page.) 


appointment of notoriously inefficient ward 
heelers, have both been arrested. Curiously, 
both have been grateful because they have 
been relieved from a vast system of social and 
political blackmail. 

I have intentionally refrained from going 
into the statistics of the government service 
in this dispatch. Later on I propose to show 
the strange contradictions of the govern- 
ment service and its peculiar adaptability 
to the old maid, the widow, and the deserted 
wife and mother. The main thing to be 
borne in mind is the fact that today public 
service is open to the woman and to the 
man, on equal terms, technically at least. 


Law Makes Her Man’s Equal. 

The laws put the woman on an equality 
with the man. The man, who is charged 
with the execution of the laws, too often 
interprets them to the disadvantage of the 
woman. She is generally paid less for the 
same service, which is wholly unfair. In 
many cases she is actually debarred from 
competition because some man prefers men 
clerks to women subordinates. It is still 
possible under the civil service rules to draw 
upon the civil service commission for male 
employés when females would do quite as 


well. 
To the shame of the army and navy, the 


uniformed members of which services are 
supposed to represent the best there is in 
devotion to the eternal sex feminine, the 
prejudice against the women is More ap- 
parent in the army and navy departments 
than anywhere else. In more than one bu- 
reau of those departments the civil. service 
bureau is asked for male employees when 
women would do quite as well or even better. 


Woman’s Intellect Strongest Asset. 

Tt is evident that in certain lines of civic 
work the woman is the inferior of the man 
because she is physically so. There may be 
a few persons now wearing skirts who could 
be depended upon to climb a ladder, haul a 
fire hose, or who could draw a pistol on a bur- 
glar in a back alley. Similarly, i‘ must be 
evident that unless the woman becomes rad- 
ically different from the one we now know 
and respect, she can never become a soldier, 
a saflor, the coal passer on a steamboat, or 
the ‘‘ bouncer ” in a State street “‘ café.” 

The woman must compete with the man 
along the line of intellectual capacity alone. 
She can never win on a physical basis until 
she is a far different woman from the one of 
today, whose femininity is her greatest 
charm. 

Today the civil service idea has so pro- 
gressed all over the country, except in those 
lines of employment in which physical 
strength is indispensable, that there seems no 
reason why the woman should not win if she 
has the capacity. The man with the higher 
ambition will never be content with govern- 
ment service. That being the case, the 
woman, whether she has the franchise or not, 
is likely to drive the man out of public em- 
ployment within the next decade or so. If the 
civil service principle is to be maintained, 
which most good men hope for, and if women 
are to be admitted to civil service employ- 
ment on their merits, it may soon come about 
that thé man may furnish the votes and then 
go back to his personal business, while his 
wife, his sister, and possibly even his mother, 
may fill the offices.

LET THE ORDINANCE WAIT. 

The Chicago Telephone company would 
like to have the ordinance which probably 
will be reported next week by the com- 
mittee on gas, oil, and electric light put 
through the council before it shall begin 
its summer vacation. That will be early 
next month. The impatience of the com- 
pany is natural. It ie striving for a great 
prize—the exploitation of Chicago for 
twenty years, 

The desires of an impatient corporation 
are not a law unto the city council. It is, 
undér no compulsion to accept without 10 
quiry and discussion the conclusions of 
one of its committees. It is not obliged io 
assume that a majority of the members 
of the committee on gas, oil, and electric 
light has exclusive information as to what 


| is best for the community in the tele- 


phone matter, and that the minority is 
made up of ignoramuses. It is the duty 
of the council to all the time re- 
quired to acquaint self with every detail 
and then act as the public good demands. 

In the days of unreformed councils it 
was customary to “jam through” orii- 
nances granting valuable privileges in ut- 
ter disregard of the interests of the com- 
munity. The voters changed the compo- 
sition of the council to put a stop to that 
business. The ordinance which has been 
prepared for the benefit of the Chicago 
Telephone company is one which calls 
for deliberate, scientific investigation. 

There should be no attempt to railroad 
it through to please that company. It 
should not be taken up until after the

making the service cheaper. 


AN UNPRODUCTIVE MEETING, 

A distinct feeling of disappointment has 
resulted from the meeting of Mark Twain 
and George Bernard Shaw. It was ex- 
pected that when two such notable wits 
came together there would be such flash- 
ing of steel, such clanging of armor, such 
brilliancy of sparks when sword met 
sword as marked the physical contest of 
two proved knights of old. The reporters 
were out in force to witness the engage- 
ment, for of what value are conflicts of 
mind or body if the reporters are absent? 
What would avail the meeting of Napo- 
leon and Washington in, the Elysian 
fields it the gentlemen ot the press were 
not present to note the proceedings for 
their respective journals? 

In Mark Twain Ameriea put forth its 
undoubted champion in gentle raillery aud 
good humered satire. In George Bernard 
Shaw Great Britain was represented by 
its master of cold, polished wit, sneering 
invective, and trenchant stiecasm. If ever 
the world had a right to lobk for a battle 
or the Titams this was the time. If ever 
a fayored, multitude was justified in 
scrambling for front seats at the railway 
station platform and jostling and scroug- 
ing one another in its haste to bé in at 
the death here was the occasion. No 
wonder the crowd surged and billowed, 
almost frantic in its anxiety lest’ it should 
miss. something of the feast about to be 
served. No wonder the reporters came 
ruining from all quarters with sharpened 
pencils and ready pads. And nothing hap- 

True, Mr. Clemens sald that he liked 
Mr. Shaw's face. Nothing original or 
side splitting in that. And, true, Mr. 
Shaw said that he had read everything 
Mr. Cleméns had written, If this was a 
poisoned shaft it does not so appear. “And 
then they parted, Mr. Clemens again com- 
plimenting Mr. Shaw’s features and ex- 
pressing the hope that he would sce 
more of him.” Nothing was left for the 
disappointed crowd to do but melt away 
unsatisfied. There was no recourse’ for 
the-reporters but to make the most of ex- 
tremely small pickings and think of what 
might have been. They were English re- 
porters, and the solemnity of the whole 
affair did not interfere with the conscien- 
tious discharge of their duty. An Ameri- 
can reporter would have studied up a few 
sallies, a garniture of rhetorical effects, as 
it. were. His national pride would not_ 
have permitted so miserable a showing 
when so much was expected. 

But a better time is coming when Mr. 
Clemens sees more of Mr. Shaw. By 
that time the latter will have had time to 
think up some of his most sparkling epi- 
grams and not a few of his most original 
apothegms. He will be fairly bristling 
with wit and effulgent with the light of 
playfulness. Mark Twain will have re- 
covered his land legs and the easy and 
delicate play of fancy will return after 
the fatigue of the voyage has worn away. 
Then, perhaps, if Mr. Shaw exercises his 
usual discretion, crowds will again assem- 
bie, reporters will de once more in full 
evidence, and in the crashing of witty 
amenities the sorrows of the first meeting 
will be forgotten: Let us be frank and 
fair.

Though it was late September and the. 
summer season was well nigh over, there 
were many victims of gout and rheumatism 
and other lis tottering about the streets and 
parks on crutches which they hoped to be- 
queath on their departure to the little mu- 
seum of beribboned mementos which we 
saw later in the éntrance to one of the bath- 
houses. 

Most of the visitors were Hungarians, but 
a sprinkling of Austrians, Bohemians, Ger- 
mans, and some of the many minor races 
that dwell in Hungary made up a polygiot 
company. Now and then, we were told, an 
English or American visitor will find his way 
to PUstyen, following the example of the 
late Sir Spencer Wells, who, struck by a 
cure the Pistyen mud had effected on the 
wounded hand of a Viennese surgeon of vis 
acquaintanes, visited the place after a meet- 
ing of the hygienic congress at Vienna which 
he had been attending. Having sampled the 
baths, Sir Spencer prophesied that one day 
Pistyen would become a formidable rival to 
Vichy, Homburg, Carlsbad, and other well 
known spas. But that day has not yet come, 
and we found che place delightfully free 
from the tourist element. 

Tae bathhouses are bunt on a picturesque 
little island in the middle of the river Waag. 
amid shady beech groves where white pea- 
cocks, indigenous te the place, add a beauty 
to the scene. On the bridge and all about 
in the léafy avenues, as we made the tour of 
the baths with Herr Winter, the director, 


we came on ffivalids driving in quaint ttle 


carriages, cometh ing between a rickshaw and 
a sedan chair, each drawn by @ sturdy bare- 
foot peasant man or woman in the 2 
esque costume of the district, the men in wide 
linen trousers and tunics, the women fn short 
accordion plaited skirts, blue aprons, and 
white short sleeved bodices. Fach villa has 
its own equipment of these little carriages 
and of “ Infanterists,” as the peasants who 
draw them are called.
